FOR THE MUSIC 


As Brixton Academy celebrates its 30th anniversary, Elliot Tucker relives some 
of the venue’s most iconic performances and the area’s growing pool of talent 


T hirty years ago the 02 

Academy Brixton opened 
its doors to the music 
loving public for the first 
time. Since then it has 
gone on to become a mainstay of the 
London music scene, cementing 
Brixton's position in London's rich 
musical history. But the venue hasn't 
been without its dramas - failing in its 
earlier attempts at operating as a music 
venue and even once being used as 
a storage depot. 

Opened in 1929 as The Astoria 
cinema and theatre, it was a marvel 
of its time, referred to as the 'Theatre 
Beautiful'. The opening night saw 


entertainment legends Alfred Hitchcock, 
Betty Balfour and Ivor Novello in 
attendance. Considered the first true 
English 'atmosphere' venue 
by virtue of its lavish set designs and 
decorations designed to emulate an 
Italian garden, the building has 
remained largely unchanged more than 
80 years later with its distinctive 
proscenium arch and Art Deco interior 
that speak of a bygone era. Cinemas 
and theatres were, then, opulent, 
cherished institutions. 

It remained a cinema and theatre for 
43 years until it was closed down in 
1972, re-opening for four months as The 
Sundown Centre rock venue. By 1974 


this grand building was due to be torn 
down and replaced with a petrol station 
- luckily these hideous plans never 
transpired and it was used for seven 
years as a storage centre. In 1981 it re¬ 
opened as a rock venue again. The Fair 
Deal, but despite a concert from UB40 
and restoration, it closed down in 1982. 

In 1983 Simon Parkes bought the 
venue and opened it as Brixton Academy 
with a performance from legendary 
Reggae musician Eek-A-Mouse. At the 
time Brixton was still reeling from the 
riots and investment in the area was 
at an all-time low. But Parkes worked 
to transform the venue into a well 
established venue of choice for 
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musicians to perform and rehearse in. 

In 1985 The Clash performed three 
consecutive nights at a time when punk 
bands were banned from most major 
venues and, in 1986, The Smiths played 
their final ever live show together. These 
celebrated performances lit the touch 
paper in transforming the Academy into 
a 'must play' gig on the circuit. 

In 1995 Parkes sold his beloved 
Academy on to Break For The Border 
owners Ian Howard and John Northcote, 
who had recently acquired Shepherds 
Bush Empire. The venue was given 
a £500,000 refurbishment, increased 
its capacity and acquired a 6am licence 
- one of the first granted in the UK. 
Howard and Northcote rebranded 
themselves as Academy Music Group 
(AMG) and, in 2004, joined forces with 
02 giving the venue its current name: 
the 02 Academy Brixton. 

In the 30 years it has been open the 
venue has seen seminal performances 
from a roll call of bands to rival any 
major worldwide venue. Bob Dylan, 

The Rolling Stones, Bruce Springsteen 
and Blur all played sets in the mid-90s, 
while 2001 saw almost back to back 
performances from British musical titans 

The Clash’s celebrated 
performance 
transformed the 
Academy into a ‘must 
play’ gig on the circuit 


Coldplay, Muse, New Order and Pulp. 

In recent years every breaking new act 
has sought to play the venue to earn 
their stripes on the London music scene, 
including Lady Gaga, Bruno Mars, 

The Vaccines and Ed Sheeran. 

While the Academy has brought 
music to Brixton, Brixton has also 
brought music to the world. Arguably 
it's most famous musical export is one 
David Robert Jones, aka David Bowie. 
Over his 50 year career the Thin White 
Duke' has become one of the most 
influential and enigmatic forces in music 
worldwide. 

Born in 1947 at 40 Stansfield Road, 
Brixton (a mere stone's throw from the 
Academy), he has become a global 
superstar, ranking 39th on Rolling 
Stone's list of the 100 Greatest Artists of 
All Time. His formative years were spent 
in the area and his mother is thought 
to have worked at the Astoria cinema. 

He returned to Brixton for a sold out 
gig at the Academy in 1991, and he's still 
going strong with his recently released 
new album. The Next Day.

of Florence + the Machine, double¬ 
platinum grime star Tinie Tempah 
(raised in Walworth), Mercury Prize¬ 
winning hip-hop artist Speech Debelle 
(from Streatham), Brixton-born 
electropop sensation La Roux, and 
Brixton's latest, soulful chart climber, 
Jessie Ware (featured in the January 
issue of Living South). 

All have gone on to global success, 
and played 'homecoming' shows at the 
02 Academy Brixton. Florence + the 
Machine sold out two evenings at the 
venue after being on the road for nearly 
a year - confirming her status as the 
breakthrough act of 2009. 

From a glamorous and decadent 
opening, and through several guises, 
the 02 Academy Brixton has spent three 
decades as London's leading music 
venue, and the focal point of an ever- 
changing community. In its anniversary 
year, the Academy, which has won 
NME's Best Live Venue a record 
12 times, will host already sold out 
sets from breaking artists Alt-J, The 
Lumineers and more, helping further 
cement Brixton's place at the forefront

Brixton's place in musical history is 
further affirmed in two landmark songs; 
The Guns of Brixton by The Clash 
(written in 1979 by bassist Paul 
Simonon, who was brought up in the 
area, it pre-dated the infamous 1981 
riots, forewarning of the potentially 
catastrophic effects of heavy handed 
policing), and Eddy Grant's Electric 
Avenue (penned as a result of the riots, 
though very little rioting took place 
on Electric Avenue). 

Another English musical institution 
that owes a debt to the south of the river 
are British rock legends Status Quo. 
Francis Rossi and Alan Lancaster met at 
school in Catford and played their first 
gig in 1962, as The Spectres at the 
Samuel Jones Sports Club in Dulwich. 

By 1967 The Quo had begun to establish 
themselves as a serious rock act and 
played, among others, headline shows 
at the Academy. Over a career spanning 
five decades, they have become one 
of the stalwarts of British rock, holding 
the record for the most UK chart hits 
at more than 60. 

The roster of musical talent from 
Brixton and south of the river continues 
to grow at an astonishing rate, with 
Camberwell's hugely talented Florence

Going underground 


Victoria Purcell goes underground in SE19, discovering a campaign 
to reopen the opulent Grade II-listed Crystal Palace Subway

N ot since Banksy's Cans graffiti 
festival in a tunnel under 
Waterloo station has a neglected 
subterranean environment caused such 
a stir. Stumbling across the Crystal 
Palace Subway en route home from the 
pub one night, Karl Richter hit upon the 
idea to try and reopen the underpass, 
launching a campaign that has really 
captured the heart of the community. 

Running beneath Crystal Palace 
Parade, the beautiful, crypt-like piece 
of Victorian architecture, masterminded 
by Edward Middleton Barry (son of Sir 
Charles Barry, the architect behind the 
rebuilding of the Palace of Westminster), 
features ornate orange and cream 
brickwork by Italian crypt builders. The 
Grade II-listed underpass is one of the 
last surviving elements of Crystal Palace, 
transferred here from Hyde Park after 
The Great Exhibition of 1851 and 
tragically destroyed by fire in 1936. The 
subway connected the palace with the 
High Level Station, but a safety issue 
with one of the retaining walls has seen 
it closed off to the public since 1995. 

'It's exquisite. It's more than just 
a hole in the ground/ says Karl, who 
founded the community-led initiative 
to reopen the subway and now runs the 
project with fellow resident Jules Hussey. 

For the last two years, they have been 
working with Bromley Council and local 
stakeholders to reopen the subway. Last 
year the group organised an open day 
for local residents to gain access. 

This project has captured people's 
interest so we now have broadly 
unanimous support from the community. 
We want to create a multi-function open 
space that can be used for everything 
from cheese and wine events to poetry 
readings and concerts - all very low 
key and in keeping with the heritage. 

The subway, apart from being 
a great historic link to the glory days 
of the former Crystal Palace, will be 
a welcome kick-start for future exciting 
developments in the Crystal Palace Park. 
It's a perfect example of what can 
happen when a community gets excited 
by something.' •

T f there are children in your life, 
you'll be aware that cutting plus 
sticking equals hours of fun. 

Sadly most grownups have had 
this easy equation drummed out 
of them and such simple pleasures are 
long forgotten. 

In a flat in Brockley, though, the 
joyous pursuit of snipping images and 
gluing them to surfaces reigns supreme. 
Meet Carol Vigurs and Martin Found, a 
pair of proponents of decoupage. By day 
Carol works in a think tank and Martin 
is a tech genius. But once they've 
shelved the stats, bits and bytes, the duo 
morphs into brand Nova and Lorsten. 

'We were always avid shoppers 
at Deptford Market. We always used 
to kit out our home/ says Carol, who 
met Martin in a shared house in 
Telegraph Hill years ago. They became 
a couple, and discovered a shared 
passion for rescuing and reviving junk 
- decoupage was a way to breathe new 
life into old objects. 


Carol's very first cutting and sticking 
project was back in the 90s, when she 
pasted Kerrang magazine covers all over 
a chest of drawers (Tt was decoupage 
before I knew it had a name,' she 
laughs). It was some years later that she 
refinished a cupboard by attaching

a watercolour of koi all over its surface. 
'We took it to a craft fair where it was 
immediately bought,' she says. 

Martin's speciality is coffee tables 
made over with record labels, while 
Carol admits to being less choosy - she'll 
happily cover any surface and any 
object. A case in point is the bracelet 


she's wearing today; a charity shop find 
made of large, flat beads she's recovered 
with tiny covers of Mills & Boon novels. 
'I love it! So iffy,' she grins. 

As the Nova and Lorsten legend 
grew, the commissions came in. Locally, 
Martin's work can be seen in Rat 
Records in Camberwell, where the 
glossy counter features scans of classic 
reggae and ska 7-inch labels. Or at 
Montpeliers Cafe in Blackheath, where 
tables have been madeover with cut-outs 
of cakes and botanicals. Meanwhile, 
the craft fairs precipitated another turn 
in the duo's decoupage adventure, when 
customers would constantly ask about 
Nova and Lorsten's method. Eventually 
they realised that workshops were 
the next logical step. 

The first heyday of decoupage 
in Britain emerged in the 18th century, 
when it overtook needlework as a thing 
for genteel ladies to do. The taste for 
Oriental decor and the growing 
availability of cheap printed materials 
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shotbythesheriff.co.uk; Joe Lord

fuelled the craze, while today's revival 
has to do with the ease of manipulating 
and printing images with a computer, 
combined with the recessionista's flair 
for craft and recycling. 

Nova and Lorsten's workshops are 
about reconnecting with creativity. 
Unlike woodwork or knitting, decoupage 
uses skills most of us already have. 

'Decoupage is great for busy people/ 
Carol says. It's possible to get good 
results and a finished product in the 
span of a day, so as a hobby it suits 
impatient people particularly well/ 

The workshops cover composition, 
including choice of background - black, 
blue or textures are common options. 
Organisation is addressed too, so there's 
a chance to understand the different 
effects created by collage versus 
squared-off edges versus the use of 
borders between pictures. Then, Nova 
and Lorsten demonstrate different 
finishes. Solvent-based varnish dries 
slowly, has a tint and is water-repellent; 


water-based satin varnish has no tint 
but can't be exposed to water; enamel 
(borrowed from the realm of car 
restoration) takes forever to try but 
offers truer colour; crackling is a two- 
part method that produces an antiquing 
effect. The most technically challenging, 
epoxy resin gives a smooth, shiny 
surface. In order for it to work, one 
molecule or resin is matched to one 
molecule of hardener. While wet, 
a burner is wafted over the surface 
to lift out the bubbles. 

'It's slightly hazardous, so don't eat 
it or put it in your eye,' Carol advises. 

The first part of each workshop helps 
participants get a feel for cutting with a 
surgical scalpel. Next, everyone gets a 
chance to practise sticking paper to his 
or her own picture frame with the help 
of a brush and PVA. When this is 
completely dry, the excess can later be 
trimmed with a knife before one of the 
five finishes is applied. For some 
projects, one coat is enough, while 


others might require sanding from 
low to fine grades of sandpaper with 
multiple reapplications of finish. 

The workshops are meant to function 
as a taster. 'Really, I want them to leave 
with much bigger ideas,' Carol explains. 
She points to the recent example of one 
attendee who immediately signed up for 
a masterclass to learn how to apply 
kente cloth to a huge mirror frame. 

It's a far cry from the fine cut-outs 
of fruit baskets in lacquered surfaces 
produced by the Georgian ladies 
of the first decoupage craze: 'You can 
have decoupage without being twee,' 
Carol affirms. In Nova and Lorsten's 
own home the fireplace surround 
contains gig tickets applied to tiles, 
romance novels get new life as 
placemats and a table is enveloped 
in cassette tape covers. 

'There are no cherubs/ she says with a 
smirk, 'and that's what counts for me.' •

Garden glory 

Matthew Wilson, principal garden designer for Clifton Nurseries, 
knows a thing or two about gardening. Here, he shares his top tips 



Y ears ago, when I was taking 
my first tentative steps 
as a professional gardener, 
my dad gave me a piece of 
invaluable advice: 'Keep the 
lawn mown and flower bed edges cut 
and you can get away with anything'. 

He was dead right, and at this time 
of year it's very timely advice. 

April is the month when a garden 
can get out of hand very quickly. 

The soil is warming up and there's 
still plenty of moisture in the ground, 
but (hopefully) a lot of sun too. In short, 
ideal conditions for plants of all sorts 
to grow, including weeds and lawns. 

So to help make sure your garden 
is in great shape for the season ahead, 
here are my top tips to be getting 
on with now. 

Dad was right, keep your lawn mown. 
If you haven't cut it yet this year start 
off with the mower on a high setting 
and trim it two or three times, cutting 
in different directions, to get the grass 
to a reasonable height. Its important 
not to cut the lawn too short as this will 
expose the lower parts of the grass 
stems. At this time of year these are 
often very 'soft' and bleached white 
in long grass and can be prone to sun 
scorch and frost damage. 

Edge flower beds using a 'half moon' 
edger, not a spade. A half moon has a 
flat blade so cuts in a nice straight line 
- the convex blade of a spade will leave 
bed edges looking like they've been 
chewed by a very large squirrel.

Get to grips with perennial weeds like 
bramble, ground elder, bindweed and 
dock, which are all pretty common in 
London gardens. With the help of a 
good sharp trowel you can dig them out 
more easily now than at any other time. 

Invest in mulch. It may not be the 
most glamorous stuff but a good layer 
(30mm or so) of mulch will suppress 
weeds, hold in moisture, improve the 


soil and really smarten up your beds. 
Mulch is basically organic matter such 
as garden compost, farmyard manure 
(there's a few livery stables in south east 
London) or spent mushroom compost.

If you want to break bread with someone special, there’s 
no better place to do so than in our wonderful capital city 


F or a country long enslaved 
under the tyranny of cheap 
bread, the return of the real 
stuff has been more 
revolution than renaissance. 
You can now hardly move through the 
supermarket without rushing past the 
rye, sailing by the sourdough or 
bumping into bloomers. Where once 
there was Mother's Price - thin, wan and 
resolutely pappy - there's now three 
bakers' dozens worth of artisan 
specialties, hand-made batches and 
gluten free delights. 

Bread studded with nuggets of bacon, 
buns scattered with herbs and foccacia 
crusted with salt... and that's just the 
start. It's as if the current baking 
explosion comes as heartfelt reaction to 
all those years where real bread 
languished in the doldrums of native 
specialties, forgotten and little missed. I 
still lust after old-fashioned brown, the 
sort that was made at home with 
nothing more than flour, yeast, water 
and salt. It had the perfect combination 
of chew and crust, as handsome toasted 
as it was fresh. 

Of course, it's still possible to make 
this bread, by hand, without the need for 
the ubiquitous bread machine. Yes, these 
shiny toys make life easier. What they 
don't do is make proper bread. The real 
irony of this bread revolution is that it's 
become increasingly hard to find decent 
bread unfettered by whims and trends. 
Yes, there are more ciabattas and pain 
de campagne we can shake a, ahem, 
breadstick at. But that doesn't mean 
they're actually any good. In fact, give 
me white plastic bread over these ersatz 
imposters with their false delusions of 
grandeur. A bacon sandwich, as 
everyone should know, is useless 
without it. We might be spoilt for choice. 
The vast majority of mass-market 
offerings, though, are turgid shadows of 
the real thing. 

Because like so many other skills, 
bakery is part art, part science. You can't 
just chuck in whatever you feel like, and 
hope for the best. Yeast has to be 
measured, kneading must be correct, 
dough must be proved. That's not to say

it's best left to the pros. Far from it. I 
find making bread, the wonderfully 
simple stuff, incredibly therapeutic. And 
not to mention hugely satisfying too. 

But I won't bore you with making the 
stuff today. That's a story for a whole 
different column. 

No, what I'm after is London's best. 
Like Flour Power City Bakery 
(flourpowercity.co.uk) with their 
magnificent London bloomer, wholemeal 
tin and Irish soda bread. Proper bread. 
Just like the white sourdough from the 
brilliant Pocket Bakery 
(roseprince. co.uk/the-pocket-bakery) in 
Battersea. Baked by food writer Rose 
Prince's children Jack and Lara, it can be 
found this month in their pop-up at 
Fortnum and Mason too. Then there's 
the ever-reliable St John bakery 
(stjohngroup.uk.com/bakery), with their 
classic, chewy and joyously lactic 
sourdough. You can either go to their 
Saturday stall at 72 Druid Street, SE1, or 
buy it at Selfridges. 

The E5 Bakehouse is becoming better 
known by the day and they take their 
sourcing very seriously indeed, as much 
as is possible from local suppliers. Don't 
miss their Hackney Wild pain de 
campagne. It's open daily at Arch 395, 
Mentmore Terrace, E8. While 
Brixton's Bread Bread bakery 
(breadbread.co.uk) are masters of the 
wood oven. Their 'Cafone' loaf has to be 
chewed to be believed. 

Gail's (gailsbread.co.uk) might be 
rather bigger than most, with nine 
branches across town, but quality is 
generally high, and it's always a 
welcome sight. Just like a proper loaf of 
bread. And although I'll never forgo my 
love of cheap white bread when 
wrapped around proper smoked streaky 
bacon (and slathered in ketchup), at long 
last we have the choice. Real bread. 

Once a rarity, now a London staple. 

'Give us our daily bread' has never 
tasted as sweet. •

200g unsalted butter (extra for greasing) 
200g self-raising flour (extra for dusting 
200g caster sugar 
4 large eggs, lightly beaten

1 Preheat the oven to 180°C 

2 Grease a 6-hole muffin tin (double¬ 
check the size of cake you need to make 


by placing your chosen jar over the 
holes of the trays, which should be 
completely covered by the base of your 
jar) and lightly dust with flour. 

3 In a mixing bowl, beat together the 
butter and sugar until pale and fluffy. 
Add the egg in two batches, mixing well 
after each addition. Sift the flour and 
baking powder into the butter mixture 
and gently fold to combine. Add the 
vanilla extract and mix until smooth. 

4 Fill the holes of the baking tray until 
two-thirds full. Depending on the size, 
bake for 10-15 minutes or until golden 
and an inserted skewer comes out clean. 
Transfer to a wire rack to cool. 

5 Meanwhile, make the filling. In a large 


bowl, using an electric whisk, beat 
together the cream and vanilla extract 
until thick and fluffy. 

6 To fill your jars, first cut the cupcakes 
in half horizontally. 

7 Place the bottom half in the jar, add 
a tablespoon of strawberry j am and 

a good handful of strawberries. Pipe 
or spoon a generous layer of the cream 
to cover and add the top of the cupcake. 

8 Using a piping bag fitted with a star 
nozzle, pipe another layer of cream 
on top of the cupcake.

T he Crooked Well made the 
2013 Michelin Eating Out in 
Pubs guide, but I had no idea 
how good they are at cocktails. 

There are three things I'm always 
excited by in a cocktail menu: name- 
dropping the locale, originality, 
and a good benchmark drink, and 
the Well has these firmly covered 
with its considered menu. Take the 
Camberwell Sour (Pikesville straight 
rye whiskey, lemon juice, egg white, 
merlot), Earl Grey Martini (Earl Grey 
infused Plymouth Gin, lemon juice, 
sugar syrup, egg white) and Kir Royal 
(creme de cassis and champagne). 

We dutifully sipped and giggled 
our way through all of these, and 
the Earl Grey martini stood out in 
particular - delicately perfumed and 
velvety in texture, thanks to that egg 
white. But it was when we hit upon 
the Hemingway Special that we were 
really grinning - Havana club rum, 
maraschino liquor, fresh lime, orange 
marmalade, maraschino cherry. It's 
a deliciously smooth, relaxed drink 
with a revitalising lime finish.

T he Rosendale is such a lovely pub. 
I can't believe I don't find myself 
here more often. Everyone else in 
the Rosendale/Park Hall/Croxted Road 
vicinity seems to - the Saturday evening 
a friend and I went for dinner the 
restaurant was positively heaving. 

With a bottle of the crisp, dry Italian 
and very drinkable house white in front 
of us, we embarked on starters of wild 
mushroom risotto cakes with Berkswell 
ewe's cheese and roast leeks - gooey 
and satisfyingly dense, but not too heavy 
- and a baked goats cheese with 
wonderful hazelnut crust and balancing 
sweet balsamic onions. Both were 
delicately presented. 

For the main course I tried pan-fried 
smoked haddock fillets stacked on curly 
kale and a bacon rosti with a light sauce 
vierge (though the sprinkling of capers 
was a step too far with this full-on 
number). It's delicious, but bold. My 
friend had that hard-to-beat classic, a 
burger and hand-cut chips with mature 
Cheddar. Considering we regularly 
frequent, and die over. Honest Burger in 
Brixton Village, this was an interesting 
move on my friend's part, but The 
Rosendale takes great care in its food 
provenance (the pub's parent group has 


its own farm in Hampshire, with 
chickens and pigs, and hopefully some 
cows soon too), so the beef is good. As 
are the chips - crispy on the outside, 
almost perfectly fluffy on the inside. 

And dessert - a delectable, warm 
chocolate and hazelnut brownie with 
Jude's raspberry sorbet, and a creamy 
yet light lemon cheesecake (a little zest 
was required to offset the saltiness of my 
main). A delicious meal in a great pub. 

I mustn't leave it so long between visits...

Food writer Sudi Pigott celebrates 25 years of 
authentic cuisine and conviviality at Bella Vista 


F eisty, foodie, friendly and 
fun; like the best kind of 
Italian Nonna, Bella Vista 
is celebrating an incredible 
25 years in Blackheath. 

The first independent restaurant in 
the Village, this local favourite has 
consistently offered an unbeatable 
combination of Italian tradition, 
creativity and conviviality at excellent 
value. Devotees praise it as the 'River 
Cafe of the South', though the prices 
are far gentler! It is a reassuring 
antidote to the rise of the chains in the 
Village, whose menus simply don't 
offer such enticing breadth and depth. 

Bella Vista is all about life's simple 
pleasures: unfussy, delicious Italian 
food inspired by a love of Italy at large. 
Homemade parmesan grissini and juicy 
olives from Puglia with aperitivo 
certainly set the bar high for 
carefully sourced, tasty ingredients. 

I recommend a mix of the classics, 
including exceptional vittelo tonnato, 
a Milanese speciality of thinly sliced 
veal, tuna mayonnaise and fried capers 
and Venetian-style crisp fish fritto 
misto, plus an intriguingly different 
dish: chargrilled boneless quail with 
soft polenta, roast hazelnuts and raisins 
in a beautiful rustic dish. 

The pasta choices are so good that 
it's tempting to eat as the Italians do, 
taking a pasta course in addition to 
a starter. For a more modest option, 
choose the set lunch and early dinner 
menu (until 7pm), just £9.95 for two 
courses, or a pasta main with a glass of 
wine for £8.95 - an irresistible bargain! 
Though the classic spaghetti carbonara

Romano is deeply satisfying, I was 
taken by the more unusual homemade 
strozzapreti pasta, served with 
a gorgonzola and radicchio sauce. 

These days it's a rare treat to find 
main dishes below the £15 mark, yet 
Bella Vista delivers some thrilling 
choices at prices that would allow for 
a starter in a comparable West End 
Italian restaurant. Try flavourful crisp 


belly of pork with savoy cabbage, 
pancetta and arancini, or veal escalope 
with prosciutto and a pear, gorgonzola 
and walnut salad. To really go to town, 
opt for tagliata sliced rump of venison 
with soft polenta, pinenuts, raisin and 
red wine sauce or roasted sea bass 
with capers, plus salt and pepper squid. 
Tiramisu may seem an unadventurous 
choice for dessert, but it is truly one of 
the best I've tasted. The wine list 
exemplifies discerning choices at good 
value; the majority of bottles are priced 
between £15-£25. 

At heart, Bella Vista is perhaps the 
archetypal humble trattoria made good: 
superb food with style and chutzpah 
at almost silly prices.

Keep on running 

Some 37,500 people will run this year’s London Marathon. Charli Santiago of 
The Crystal Palace Osteopathic Practice shares her tips on staying injury free 



W ith the London 

Marathon coming up, 
the parks and streets 
are busy with runners 
in training. Running 
puts the body through a lot, and injuries 
are common - often caused by poor 
training, poor warm up and poor 
flexibility. Consulting an osteopath 
before and during training will help 
improve and maintain flexibility, but 
here are a few simple tips to help keep 
you injury free. 

It is essential to warm up before a run 
- walk fast for five minutes, then jog 
slowly for five minutes before increasing 
to a comfortable running speed. Make 
sure you take recovery time of two days 
between each run to allow your muscles 
to adapt to the increased effort required 
as you step up your training. 

Preparing for a marathon will 
increase muscle tension in the calves, 
thighs and buttocks, so it's important to 
stretch. Stretching is best done after 
running, when your muscles have 
warmed up. Stretch your quads, 
hamstrings, gastro-soleus (the two 
muscles in your calf) and gluteus 
muscles five times each, holding for 30 
seconds. Stretch slowly and do not 
bounce. Deep tissue or sports massage 
will help relieve tense and tired muscles, 
and can be useful both in preparation 
for and recovery from a marathon. 

Common injuries include achilles 
tendonitis, shin splints, calf or hamstring 
pulls, knee pain due to kneecap tracking 
problems, and Iliotibial Tract Friction

Syndrome (the iliotibial band stabilises 
the knee, it runs from the outside of the 
pelvis, over the hip to the knee and can 
become inflamed - use a foam roller to 
loosen it). After a run, ice sore areas. 


Good footwear is paramount. Go 
to a reputable running shop for quality 
trainers (try Runner's Need, which has 
various London branches, or Run and 
Become in Victoria), and make sure they 
are worn in before the day of the 
marathon. These will support your foot 
arches and correct any tendencies your 
foot may have to roll in or out (under or 
over-pronation), which can contribute to 
foot arch pain, pain at the base of the 
big toe, knee pain and ankle ligament 
strains. An osteopath can assess the 
biomechanics of the foot, legs, knees and 
hips and help with common runners' 
conditions should they occur. 

Water helps to regulate body 
temperature, cushion and lubricate 
joints, aids elasticity of connective 
tissues and muscles, and maintains 
blood volume and pressure. We lose 
fluid by sweating, so replace it with 
water or a sports drink for longer runs. 

Make sure you are well rested leading 
up to the marathon. Do your last long 
run two weeks before the race, tapering 
your runs to 6-10 miles max. Try to eat 
slightly less meat while increasing your 
intake of carbohydrates to increase your 
body's store of glycogen, which supplies 
your muscles with energy. 

And finally, when you cross that 
finishing line, your first priority is 
to keep warm and start rehydrating 
gradually. And don't forget to stretch! •

V oted Destination of the Year 
by Food and Travel magazine 
readers last year, it seems I'm 
not the only one to fall for Istanbul. 

I stayed at the new Marti Istanbul 
in Taksim, a central base for shopping, 
dining and exploring the city's 
abundance of historical sites. The 270 
luxurious rooms and suites - kitted out by 
Turkey's hottest interior designer, Zeynep 
Fadillioglu - are cool and contemporary 
with a subtle hint of Ottoman opulence. 

The hotel's two restaurants celebrate 
locally sourced, seasonal ingredients, 
served up in French and Asian dishes at 
Brass, and in Turkish cuisines at Quad. 
For a somewhat different taste of 
tradition, head to the spa for a relaxing, 
and thoroughly cleansing, hammam. 

Taksim Square, a short stroll from the 
hotel, is the buzzy heart of the city. 

Amble along Istiklal Caddesi, a 
pedestrian shopping street that's lively 
day and night, and call into the Qigek 
Pasaji (Flower Passage), an ornate, 
covered courtyard that was one of the 
Ottoman Empire's first European-style 


buildings. Evenings see it brimming with 
people chatting animatedly over meze and 
drinks. Other great dining spots include 
Ulus 29, with fine food, impeccable 
service and fabulous hilltop views over 
the Bosphorus strait; and Meze by Lemon 
Tree on Asmali Mescit (Istanbul's Soho), 
with delicious, rustic Turkish dishes. 

Don't miss this trio of conveniently 
close sites: the 6th century Byzantine 
masterpiece, Hagia Sophia (which has 
served as both a cathedral and a mosque; 
now a museum), the Blue Mosque, and 
Topkapi Palace (home to Ottoman Sultans 
for 400 years). And, of course, you cannot 
visit Turkey without hitting the markets: 
the Grand and Spice bazaars are a must.

F or those who are out of the 'wine 
tourism' loop; when picturing a 
wine trip, you might envision 
something a little something like Paul 
Giamatti in Sideways ; jumping from 
vineyard to vineyard in overbooked 
tours, quietly forgetting to use the 
spittoon at each tasting. But at Les 
Sources de Caudalie, Bordeaux, they 
do things a little differently. 

Visiting in early November, I was met 
by a landscape of golden-toned vineyards 
surrounding the hotel. Set on the 
grounds of Chateau Smith Haut Lafitte; 
the venue runs like an unusually 
functional family. And for good reason; 
the vineyard is run by hotel owner Alice 
Tourbier's parents Daniel and Florence 
Cathiard. Two former ski champions, this 
impossibly chic French couple have an 
undisputed love for their wine. 

Amidst the tangled vines, the couple's 
subversive sense of humour can be found 
in their surrealist sculptures - one for 
every great vintage they produce. At the 
back of the Chateau, you'll find a bronze 


creation depicting crumpled wine 
reviews that left Mr Cathiard displeased. 

At Les Sources, the love of a good 
harvest extends to their extremely 
popular Vinotherapie Spa, hosting the 
Caudalie skincare brand owned by 
Alice's sister, Mathilde Cathiard. Filled 
with lithe French locals (a nice 
reassurance that this is no tourist haunt), 
their treatment list reads like a fine-wine 
menu; and I was lucky enough to try their 
Crushed Cabernet Scrub; a warming 
body-wrap of ground grape seeds, 
brown sugar, and honey. 

Great food is central to the Les 
Sources experience; with their endearing 
Michelin chef Nicolas Masse running two 
restaurants; La Grande Vigne for haute- 
cuisine and La Table du Lavoir, a more 
laid back, bistro style eatery in a 
renovated washhouse - an absolute treat. 

The word 'Caudalie' itself refers to the 
majestic linger of a wine's finish; which is 
extremely fitting, as a visit to this serene 
part of Bordeaux will stay with you for 
months to come.
